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ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 4—Cap­ 
ture of the key Sicilian city of 
San Stefano was credited today 
to an American infantry company 
which had fought five days with­ 
out 
rations and 
with only 
one 
night of rest. 
The men were still full of fight 
when they were led into the town 
from 
surrounding hills by 
their 
commander, Lieut. Col. Irving O. 
Schaefer. But, according to an ac­ 
count of the town’s capture in the 
Army 
newspaper 
Stars 
and 
Stripes, they found the Germans 
had departed on mules two hours 
earlier, after strewing hundreds of 
mines in the path of the Ameri­ 
cans. 
Unburied German dead littering 
the outskirts of the town testified 
to the effectiveness of a terrific 
American bombardment which pre­ 
ceded capture of San Stefano. 
Among the first to enter the 
town were Pvts. Cole Harvey of 
Longmont, Colo., Godfrey Tates of 
Emporia, Kas., Wallace McNeil of 
Greencamp, O. and Edgar Deese of 
Dothan, Ala. They prowled around 
angrily, looking “not for food or 
souvenirs, but for Germans. 
Equally angry • were civilian* of 
the town. They said the Nazis had 
requisitioned all food, so the pop­ 
ulace had to subsist for 21 days on 
grapes, green figs and a beverage 
made from grass. After the Ameri­

appeared, the Sicilians de­ 
stroyed the enemy's headquarters.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—The War department disclosed today that 
a total of 521 American bombers participated in the daylight raid July 
19 on military installations in Rome. 
This air assault, the heaviest daylight bombing attack of the war to 
date, was delivered by 272 heavy bombers and 249 medium bombers 
which dropped a lethal load of 1,101 tons of bombs, the department 
said. 
In a detailed account of air action during the invasion of Sicily, the 
department also revealed that only eight out of “hundreds" of trans­ 
port planes were lost while carrying airborne troops to their initial 
objectives. 
Aircraft from the Northwest African Air Forces, under the command 
of Lieut, Gen. Carl Spaatz, and the Ninth Air Fore# in the Middle 
East, commanded by Maj. Gen. j

Rationing Aids Public Health

able. 
The statisticians of the 
M etropolitan Life Insurance Com­ 
pany are inclined to think thia is 
to be ascribed, in p art at least, to 
food rationing. Last year E ng­ 
land’s death rate was 11.6 per 
1,000 persons. Only once before, 
in 1930, has England’s death rate 
fallen as low. 
T hat rationing had something 
to do with it is indicated in the 
figures on diabetes, there being a 
IO per cent decline in the death 
rate from that disease in England. 
Wa know th a t diabetics are in­ 
clined to eat too much. T hat is 
now impossible, for in England I 
am told categorically it is impos­ 
sible to eat too much. 
It is probable th at the diabetic's 
enforced abstinence does not have 
a favorable effect so much direct­ 
ly on the diabetes, but on the 
chronic heart weakness, the blood 
pressure and 
kidney 
disability 
which afflicts the diabetic and has 
an unfavorable effect on the course 
of the disease. I am, of course, 
now referring to the middle age 
diabetic 
which 
constitutes 
the 
largest class. W ith a moderate use 
of insulin he manages to get along 
all right so far as the diabetes is 
concerned: his dietary difficulties 
are not pressing. 


Rationing Helpful to Diabetic 


In fact, before rationing he was 
m anaging to get along a little too 
well. The average diabetic was not 


following the rule to keep under­ 
weight. We know th a t hia diffi­ 
culty lies in restraining him self 
so that his blood pressure and 
arteries, which are the real source 
of his trouble, are kept in good 
control. It is not so much a ques­ 
tion of what kind of food as of how 
much per day the diabetic eats 
which makes for the benefit. 
So in England it is found eco­ 
nomical to give the diabetic extra 
portions of m eat, bacon and eggs 
and allow him in exchange to sur­ 
render his allowance of sugar, 
bread, etc., for the benefit of grow­ 
ing children or the non-diabetic. 
The same thing could be done 
for the dyspeptic, as I pointed out 
in one of the columns a week or 
two ago. Also the ketogenie diet 
for epilepsy. I had not mentioned 
this for over a year or more until 
the other day, and when somebody 
a ked for it I reprinted it. 


Rationing and Epileptics 


In th* meantime rationing had 
J come in and it looked pretty old- 
lashioned because of the high 
amounts of butter and cream. But 
all that is needed is simply for the 
ration board to grant the person 
on a ketogenie diet a few extra 
j cards and he is all fixed up. 
The health record of English in­ 
fanta and children has been very 
! good during the war years. Chil­ 
dren and expectant m others have 
the first call on the limited sup­ 
plies of milk, eggs, and m eat in 
the quantities they need. There 
has been some squawking about 
food rationing in this country, but 
J as I look around I see very little 
of it that is legitim ate. 
Everyone whom I see is getting 
enough to eat and while there may 
be a black m arket th a t is danger­ 
ous here and there, they must, so 
far as my limited observations are 
concerned, be kept pretty well un­ 
der control.

Fascist fa n g w ill be punished for their crim es against hum anity, 
President Roosevelt has told the world. A U nited Nations Commission 
for Investigation of W ar Crimes has already been nam ed and is 
expected soon to begin gathering the evidence against a long list of 
Axis w ar crim inals, headed by Mussolini and Adolf Hitler. Action by 
the U nited N ations is expected to follow the Commission's findings 
W hether th e arch-crim inals of our tim e w ill actually be brought 
to trial is another m atter. Now reported held in house-arrest after 
unsuccessfully trying to escape to Germ any, Mussolini may try to 
take refuge in neutral Switzerland after Italy ’s surrender. Both M us­ 
solini and H itler have been reported to have cached personal funds 
in Switzerland, a traditional haven for political re f­ 
ugee*. and a country w hich both dictators have left 
free throughout the war. 
Sw itzerland m ay—or m ay not—alter her trad i­ 
tional policy to deprive the Axis leaders of sanc­ 
tuary. In W orld War I, K aiser W ilhelm—tha most 
hated m an of his time—succeeded in taking refuge 
In neutral Holland, and despite pressure brought to bear on Queen 
W ilhelm ina » governm ent Holland refu'ted to surrender the former 
K aiser to th e Allies. 
And the A ll las m ade no bones about w hat they wanted the deposed 
G erm an w arlord for. Article 22? of the Pear# Treety of Versailles 
specifically provided:

Following his final defeat at Waterloo, Napoleon hoped to take 
refuge in the United States after he had abdicated the French throne 
in favor of his son, the king of Rome. He ordered two French frigates 
to be ready at Rochefort on July 3, 1815 to bring him to this country. 
U nfortunately for Napoleon, British m en-of-w ar w ere cruising 
back and forth outside the harbor. Refusing to risk capture as a com­ 
mon crim inal, the little Corsican who had turned all Europe into one 
great battlefield for more than two decades, decided on a typically 
Napoleonic gesture. He dem anded asylum from his 
greatest and most implacable enemy, England! 
None of the United Nations leaders has stated spe-

epically th at H itler and Mussolini will be jailed or

executed. The purpose of the United N ations commis-

sion is to investigate charges against w ar crim inals 
* regardless of rank." Furtherm ore, the Axis bigwigs 
may succeed in taking refuge—as the K aiser did—in some neutral 
country, Switzerland, Spain, Sweden or Portugal. 
The outlook for the Quislings, Lavals and the thousands of other 
Axis collaborators in conquered and occupied Europe is very dark, 
how ever. Most of them do not have planes or high-pow ered car* lo 
rush them to safety.

PORTLAND, 
Ore. — Woman’s 
place is in the home—or wherever 
she is needed in these wartime 
days. But it didn’t take a w ar for 
Eva Arrington to find her place in 
the world—a world that has been 
predominantly man’s. 
For Eva Arrington is a forest 
fire warden, and has as her charge 
the safety of a 2,600-acre tract 
containing about one hundred mil­ 
lion feet of noble fir, douglas fir, 
Sitka spruce, western cedar and 
western hemlock, which provides 
cover for the watershed of Mult­ 
nomah and Oneonto Falls, two 
beauty spots of the Columbia River 
highway. 
For l l years Mrs. Arrington has 
been on duty as fire warden a t the 
big Larch mountain timber tract 
in Multnomah 
basin 
of Oregon. 
During those l l years not one 
scarring fire has occurred to mar 
her record in this heavy-timbered 
section of the great northw est 
Until the war started, her job 
was one concerned mostly with 
hikers and campers who had ten­ 
dencies toward carelessness, who 
might inadvertently drop a match 
or let a camp fine get out of con­ 
trol and thus start a disastrous 
fire. 
Now she is doubly alert because 
of the prospect that some of the 
sons of Nippon may come calling 
with sulphurous calling cards In an 
attem pt to ravage one of Amer­ 
ica's greatest resources. 


Husband’s Aide 
Hers is no ordinary job ror a 
oman. In 1925 and 1926, Mrs. Ar­ 
rington shared the duty equally 
with her husband, at which time, 
she packed supplies in on a horse. 
Today, when roads permit, she 
reaches her warden's cabin with 
her

Plenty of Choree 
After that she checks over her 
first ald supplies, cuts firewood for 
the cabin, sees to it her double-bit­ 
ted axe and crosscut saws are 
sharpened and begins her daily 
trek along the trails to check on 
wire breaks, windfalls and signs of 
curling smoke which signals the 
beginning of a careless camper or 
tne beginning of a forest fire. 
Each year the state of Oregon 
renews Mrs. Arrington's appoint­ 
ment as a state fire warden, with 
all the authority of her male com­ 
patriots, but she is carried on the 
payroll of the Crown Zellerbach 
co: ooratlon. a big pulp and paper 
c mpany. She has personally inter- 
vit wed more than 8,000 people on 
the forest trails and claims that a 
kindly personal contact will do 
more than a thousand warning 
sign*.

Do they co-operate? Well, they 
have left no fires. 
At first, she was afraid in the 
forest — afraid until she one day 
lost her gun. Then she learned that 
the forest creatures in Multnomah 
basin were friendly to those who 
would be friendly to them. She has 
seen many black bears with their 
cubs, coyote puppies, deer, wild­ 
cats and has chilled at the scream 
of a cougar at night—but has 
never seen one in the woods. 
No Longer Lonely 
At first, she was lonely, until the 
busyness of each day corrected 
that. Now there la no fear nor 
loneliness for this woman of the 
forest—and ahe says she is safer 
on a forest trail than she would be 
on Broadway. 
Ar. expert at first aid, she has 
ministered to many injured people 
who travel the forest trails. Scalp 
wounds, 
mountain over-exertion, 
knee sprains, bee sting, hysteria 
and bad cuts have all been treated 
by her. 
While she hakes her own bread, 
catches a few trout at times and 
even raids a bee tree once in a 
while for honey to sweeten her 
hotcakes, Mrs. Arrington depends 
In the main on goods she packs in 
during the spring and on an oc­ 
casional steak some good frigid 
brings on rare visits. But since ra­ 
tioning became the vogue, 
the 
steaks have been missing, she re­ 
lates. She has a mountain refriger­ 
ator, a box kept cool at 40 degrees 
by a running stream of water. 
She has no clock in the cabin, 
and has a good reason for this 
omission. "Why bother about wind­ 
ing a clock?" she says. “When I'm 
hungry I prepare a meal. I have 
no trains to catch, no appointments 
with dentists—and anyway, when 
it becomes dark It is time to go 
to bed; when it is light in the 
morning it is time to arise." 
On the walls of her cabin are 
hung first-aid materials, 
poison 


antidote and point ration charts— 
and rn a prominent place the Ten 
Commandments. A large placard 
pictures the American flag in col­ 
ors under which arc the printed 
words, “God Bless America,” to 
which she had added these pen- 
written lines: "Give me strength to 
rise to the challenge of the years. ’ 
She does not worry about a win­ 
ter job. When the forest no longer 
needs her she resumes her duties 
as air raid warning service relay 
operator at Columbia Gorge ranger 
station, or takes such other em­ 
ployment as may offer. 
In form er days she was buyer 
for big departm ent stores in Port­ 
land and San Francisco. 
Some­ 
times she goes behind the counters 
for a few w inter months. 
Some 
years ago she was offered the job 
as a receptionist at a fox farm — 
but she tolerated thi3 but a few 
days. “I didn’t mind the foxes so 
much, but you meet a better class 
of human strangers out there in 
the forest," she opines. 
As a woodswoman she knows 
how quickly and productively the 
forests will spring up and grow 
from their own seed lf fires are 
kept out. Less than a mile from 
her cabin, she points to a great 
new evergreen growth of fir and 
hemlock over 30 feet in height 
which has completely blotted out a 
homestead where she remembers 
hoeing potatoes in the summer of 
1927. 
Perfectly at Home 
Mrs. Arrington is a true womai. 
of the forest. Rather tail, bronzed 
and lithe, she lifts the tools of her 
fire warden’s profession as though 
they were feather-light, straps wire 
loops and lineman s tools to her 
belt, slings a ladder across her left 
shoulder, picks up the heavy axe 
and glides along the trails with the 
ease of a grand dame sweeping 
majestically into a ballroom. 
) 
She loves tne forest because "it 
is so clean and fine and friendly— 
and means so much to mankind.” 
Mrs. Arrington is another woman 
who is doing her bit for the war. 
But her part is not only in pro- 
I tecting the forests from which the 
! war effort is now drawing so ex­ 
tensively. On the wall above her 
kitchen table Is a picture of a boy 
in Navy uniform. 
“That’s my son. Francis Kane. 
He spent six years in the United 
States Navy—beginning as an ap­ 
prentice seaman and rising to be­ 
come w arrant officer. 
“He was loft with the aircraft 
carrier Wasp."

WHILE the fresh green leaves, 
flowers and oil of many herbs are 
gathered for us during midsum­ 
mer other herbs cf which the 
seeds are used are gathered as 
soon 
s they ripen. The seeds of 
cumin, dill, fennel, coriander, car­ 
away, bene and anise are used 
more than are the stems and 
leaves. 


If you have been growing any 
of the above named herbs in your 
Victory garden, remember that 
when harvesting, the seed heads 
should be cut with as short stems 


as possible, as illustrated In the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. 
A fter harvesting these herbs, 
spread the seed heads out on a 
clean cloth for about a week or 
longer to dry. Do not spread the 
seeds where there is any damp­ 
ness. The attic is suggested as a 
good place. Turn the seeds often 
to facilitate drying. After the 
seeds are thoroughly dry they will 
separate easily from the stem. 
The chaff can be removed from 
the seeds by blowing on them 
gently. 
Store the seeds w’hen clean and 
dry in covered glass jars, care­ 
fully labeled.

year than ever before since the 
manpower shortage is so severe. 
Another week of availability for 
work in the factories will aid 
greatly in the pack of late corn. 
While canners are already en­ 
gaged in the corn pack the peak 
will not be reached for several 
weeks. 
“Anything Ave can do to help 
ease the labor situation will be 
done,** Mr. Eagleton pointed out. 
Schools of Circleville will oper­ 
ate on the time schedule effective 
in Circleville.
